WE ENTER THE SIXTIES 
It is more than an ordinary New 
Year’s Day we observe this week. 
It is the start of a fresh decade, 
and in this century we seem to 
lend a descriptive character to each. 
As we move out of what has been 
called the fabulous fifties, 
what 
events can we expect to provide a 
name for the next ten years? 
If it is war there may be few left 
to write the description, and it may 
defy phraseology. War as we think 
of it today would 
9 0 Ive the popula­ 
tion explosion (temporarily at least) 
but the biologists would be left with 
potential 
g e n e t i c malformations 
confronting them. 
Appropriately, 1960 offersoppor- 
tunities to frame the answers to 
many of the puzzlers which wil 
plague us during this century’s three 
score and ten. And this applies on 
all levels, international, nationa 
state, and local. 


WAR? 
It does not look like war to us 
in 1960. There is too much talk of 
peace and efforts to achieve it. 
Often this is the best time to start 
one. At least it is a good time to 
bite off little chunks, such as China 
s doing. But the big powers are so 
busily engaged proving their in­ 
tentions of peaceful existence that 
they can let whole blocks of people 
be enslaved without acting. 
No one is apt to be triggerhappy 
on a 
large 
scale. 
Russians are 
asking for the better life. China 
isn’t ready, but is taking advantage 
of a nation which is less ready. 
Do we in the West have our weapons 
muffled by platitudinous peace ap­ 
proaches?

BOOM YEAR 
We will have a boom y e a r . . 
IF the steel strike is settled. We 
believe it will be and our reason 
is that management is not gaining 
ground and is finding less sympathy 
in vital places, such as the minds 
of the public and in Washington. 
Management now has two choices. 
It can sign with labor so as not to 
tempt control by Washington. Or it 
can let Washington settle the strike 
and be blamed for the resultant 
price increase. 
But we doubt if big steel wants 
to risk a step leading to Washing­ 
ton supervision. 
And also . . . the 
Republicans want prosperity this 
year, 
lf they dbn’t provide it the 
Democrats may win and big steel 
then will toe the line or there wil 
be controls. 
Labor is dividing and conquer­ 
ing. Soon big steel will be so all 
alone that it will be vulnerable to 
political discipline. 


* * * 
TAXES 
Taxes will be much in the news. 
Money is needed to hold our place 
as a world power, to provide state 
help for education and other ser­ 
vices, and to finance local govern­ 
ments. In an election year many 
friends could be made by adjust­ 
ing the income tax so that m illions 
of us see slight reductions while 
“ exception” 
loopholes in higher 
level incomes are plugged. 
We anticipate recommendations 
along this line and perhaps even 
some effort, but we are skeptical 


about major changes in 1960. We 
doubt if there will be a major 
overhauling of the national income 
tax or the state’s archaic tax sys­ 
tem unless certain Democrats are 
elected. They might cut big oil s 
fat depreciation andplugother holes. 
In the state they could introduce 
an income tax and eliminate the sales 


levy. 
The best chance we have of a tax 
reduction in 1960 is a possible 
effort to remove special privileges 
from such groups as cooperatives. 
This is a questionable savings, and 
will require so much legal action 
that 1960 may not be long enough. 
Don’t budget a tax reduction when 
you plan your year. 


* * * 
STATE AND LOCAL TAXES 
Pennsylvania will not come up 
with a major tax base change and 
this means we will have a scramble 
among those who favor the various 
available levies. These include high­ 
er real estate taxes, the earned in­ 
come tax, and in some cases, the 
per capita tax. 
Higher assessm ents in Warren 
county provide much elbow room 
in the millage category. Inasmuch 
as the property owners get it solid­ 
ly in the pocketbook no matter 
what tax is passed, this may be 
the easiest to handle. In Warren 
there seem s to be an effort to put 
through an earned income tax, which 
s a fair one, but it would be made 
unfair if the earnings of the large 
landlords were exempted. This is 
the crux of the battle. 
Some of the sm aller towns are 
talking per capita tax. But they 
apparently 
have 
not applied the 
measuring rule to compare increas­ 
ed m illage with the head tax. The 
average property owner would be 
better off with more millage. But 
few consider tne average citizen 
in this world of political maneuver­ 
ing 


dam. lf zoning is not done in 
advance of the construction and 
efforts of the engineers and fores­ 
ters coordinated to fit area needs 
the results can be extremely costly 
:in the form of depressed land values 
and undesirable uses of our water 
facilities. 
We also may be bur­ 
dened by a very unwanted class of 
tourists.

NEXT PRESIDENT 
There are more Democrats than 
there are Republicans. What upsets 
that proportion is the independent 
thinker who likes the colorful lead­ 
er, such as Roosevelt and El sen­ 
d e r .

MORE SCHOOLS NEEDED 
Warren county communities will 
face costly school problems this 
year. Warren, Sheffield and Tid­ 
ioute must act. Warren will finish 
its new high school and will be 
turning to its elementary school 
expansion. 
Inadequate 
school facilities in 
Sheffield and state deadlines for 
unds will result in a decision that 
probably will involve a new school 
and the elimination of two elemen­ 
tary buildings. 
Tidioute probably will continue 
with plans to expand its high school 
to accommodate all grades in its 
jointure under one roof at a cost 
of approximately $600,000. 
Both Tidioute and Sheffield are 
faced with the lack of adequate 
sewage disposal system s and these 
unsanitary 
situations can be tied 
in very closely with the new school 
buildings. Warren must add some 
storm sewers to relieve its sani­ 
tary sewer system and also must 
install more sanitary connections. 
Part of this will be financed by 


1‘unds already available. New storm 
sewers may require a program of 
several summers.

THE BIG DAM 
The big river dam upstream from 
Warren will become a very real 
project this year as the relocation 
of roads and utilities begins and 
property is purchased. There will 
be some objections to the prices 
paid because those who have in­ 
vestm ents will believe they are due 
compensation for good will and the 
value 
of t h e i r businesses. Un­ 
fortunately, under Pennsylvania law 
this does not apply. In fact, if your 
entire business depended on the 
existence of the village of Kinzua 
the court would not allow you a dime. 
Meanwhile, we see nothing tangi­ 
ble in the way of plans to prepare

Improvements in th e tax struc­ 
tures of the nation and the individual 
states also should give Mr. Average 
better time of it. Medicine may 
become less expensive and strides 
in medical research are so close to 
discoveries involving our biggest 
killers that by the end of the decade 
we may have the greatest age of 
comfort ever enjoyed by any nation. 
All of this will not come in 1960, 
but there will be signs. Already we 
see many of them in Washington 
where there are stirrings that in­ 
voke advertising, 
d r u g s , 
f o o d 
poisons, big business and labor con­ 
trols, and fairer taxes. And we see 
mechanical progress that constantly 
makes production faster and the 
industrial investment more risky.

Realities 
Left For 
Eisenhower 
Successor

WASHINGTON. — No American, 
either in or out of office, has re­ 
ceived th e vast adulation given 
bright Eisenhower. By comparison 
the plaudits showered on Woodrow 
Wilson at the end of World War I 
were a passing phenomenon marking 
the brief interlude of American 
intervention in Europe. 
To a people conditioned to isola­ 
tion and self-sufficiency, Wilson’s 
accolade in Paris, London and Rome 
was an affront. Who did this man 
think he was that he could court the 
favor of the European crowd? Na­ 
tional jealousy helped to explain 
Wilson’s tragic downfall and the 
door# of his concept of a League of 
Nations. 
With Eisenhower both the acclaim 
and the response are of a different 
order. Clearly the extraordinary 
nature of this tribute is as much 
for the nation as the man. And it 
is a cause for national pride that

millions should pour into the streets 
in distant cities to cheer an Ameri­ 
can President. 
But what of the man himself? 
The soldier-hero from Abilene? Is 
it possible to pass through strange 
lands welcomed as a triumphant 
hero-statesman and yet remain a 
plain American untouched by so 
much glorification? On the answer 
to this question a great deal turns 
for Eisenhower’s last year in office, 
for the nature of the Presidency 
itself, and perhaps also for the 
Republican party. 
The triumphal tour has come on 
top of the great initiative the Pres­ 
ident took in opening conversations 
with Prem ier Khrushchev. It has 
been Eisenhower’s year. He has 
emerged from the shadows of those 
once close to him who seemed to 
be making the decisions and direct­ 
ing the show. 
Outwardly, for all the transfor­ 
mation that 1959 has wrought, the 
President appears unchanged. He is 
th e 
warm-hearted Midwesterner 
speaking earnest platitudes that car­ 
ry the weight of his simple con- 
vication. 
One of the remarkable 
things about the tour just ended 
was the sameness everywhere of 
the star of the troupe. 
Whether at Karachi or Kabul, 
Madrid or Morocco he never varied 
his performance. His response to 
his environment was so restricted 
that it made for a certain monotony. 
The scene varied strikingly from 
day to day and almost from hour 
to hour, but the lines were the 
same. 
In every capital he visited he 
made an effort to speak to the 
American Embassy personnel, tell­ 
ing them they were all ambassadors 
and should get to know the people 
they were living among. 
“The 
criticism s we have of another people 
because they are different in their 
background, t h e i r traditions and 
their prejudices than we a r e — all 
right let’s ignore them and have a 
good laugh on it and drink a Coca 
Cola . . . ’’ he said in Paris, add­ 
ing with a good-natured grin that 
he should hot have put in the “ com­ 
m ercial’’ but should have said a soft 
drink. 
Yet, 
while 
he 
has outwardly 
changed little during his ANNUS 
MIRABILE, those who see him at 
close range believe that the most 
powerful elective office in the world 
has worked its way with him as it 
has with all occupants of the White 
House. He sees no one on the 
political scene in whom he can 
wholeheartedly believe as his suc­ 
cessor. This is one of the common­ 
est symptoms of the Presidential 
power complex. 
With one more year of his second 
term to run Eisenhower finds him­ 
self in a position that could scarce­ 
ly have been ari&cipated a few years 
ago. 
After his heart attack and 
again aftel: the ileitis operation 
and the stroke his condition was 
considered precarious and his life 
expectancy uncertain. He has now 
come through the most horrendous 
risks, both to his health and his 
security with huge crowds almost 
entirely out of hand, looking as well 
and as strong as at any time during 
his occupancy of the White House. 
W h e t h e r 
consciously or un­ 
consciously, the thought must have 
crossed his mind that if on his 
crusade toff peace an assassin’s 
bullet or a sudden seizure had 
brought him down he would have 
become one of the great martyr 
Presidents. In the American pan­ 
theon he would have had a place 
alongside Lincoln as one who gave 
his life in the cause of humanity. 


It is a sobering reflection that 
if Eisenhower survives two full 
term s in the White House he will 
be only the second Republican Pres­ 
ident to do so. Ulysses S. Grant 
was the first and last Republican 
to serve the traditional eight years. 


Eisenhower, as the year ends, is 
on the crest . 
He has enlisted the 
imagination of a world living under 
the shadow of nuclear annihilation. 
On the eve of a new decade he has 
made himself the herald of peace. 
lf it proves a false da Wifi, then the 
blame is not likely to fall on him 
but on those who came after him.

“ONE MAN’S METER’’ 
Even if you are not much for 
poetry you may enjoy many chuck­ 
ing moments with “ One Man’s Me­ 
ter” by W. W. Watt, and also a 
linehart book. The author takes the 
many daily experiences that often 
annoy or bore us and has poetical 
fun. You will too. 
His subjects range from leaky 
spigots to die oxygen tent, from ad­ 
vertising commercials to demands 
on a father, and in titles you will 
find 
such 
intriguing devices as 
Baby, It’s Hot Inside” , “TheCloud, 
Cirrusly Speaking” , and “Kiljoy 
Was Here” . 
This is not a book for the poem- 
reader who wants to be confused. It 
is meaty and earthy. It is not apt to 
leave you wondering what the writer 
meant or staring off into space in 
search of what it means to you. 
But if you feel like a few minutes 
of laughs at yourself and those 
around you, and at life in general, 
here is a light answer to moments 
when you search for relief from 
neurosis. 
Here is a sample; entitled “ My 
Bon Mots Lie Under the Cover” :

THE YEAR OF SCANDAL 


It's not been a very creative 
year, has it? 
It’s been the year 
of scandal and that has not been a 
bad thin& But the creativity which 
follows a cleanup, 
I devoutly hope, 
will come later. 
At least it has not 
come yet. 
Tele­ 
vision 
produced 
no new shows and 
what's more sur­ 
prising, no new 
faces. There were 
no o ut s t andi ng 
live original dra­ 
mas. It is signifi­ 
cant that the best 
drama of the year, "Moon And Six­ 
pence” combined the talents of two 
old pros — Somerset Maugham, 
who wrote it, and Sir Laurence 
Olivier who starred in i^ both Eng­ 
lish. 
CBS 
started 
a 
workshop 
for 
writers and directors which in­ 
dicated the great paucity of those 
two commodities. There aren’t any 
young directors around. The woods 
used to be full of them but most of 
the better ones have gone on to 
greater glory in the cinema or the 
Broadway stage. It’s a crying shame 
that youngsters were not encouraged 
to follow in their footsteps, to work 
in the shadow of the talented fellows 
before they left.

The aftermath of scandal has 
been the promise of better things, 
but so far it's been only promise. 
We were promised, for example, 
an end of fake laughter on the 
comedy shows. Instead we got a lot 
of gibberish. 
"This has been a 
recorded program with audience 
response technically augmented” 
CBS’s programs now all end with 
some such malarkey as that, all 
sounding as if they have been written 
by lawyers. 
I didn’t mean to disparage the 
honest intent behind these clum sily 
worded announcements. The honesty 
is a great thing, CBS just needs 
a new writer. 
However, I wish 
they’d follow through and really get 
rid of the canned laughter; and not 
just announce that it’s canned 
Where are the new faces? Through 
the year, three of the top faces 
(all NBC’s) Perry Como, 
Dinah 
Shore and Steve Allen have all 
dimmed a little. Como and Allen 
both lost caste by moving away 
from the week end Miss Shore’s 
show is in the same place and it's 
as good as ever, if not better, but 
it’s familiar. Jack Benny’s show 
has lost some of its sparkle. Phil 
Silvers and Gleason have disappear­ 
ed 
(Of course, with the rerun 
business the way it is, 
no one 
exactly disappears.) 
But of the new faces the one 
which seems to have the greatest 
promise of remaining is "Dennis 
The Menace,” a kid's face which 
seems aimed unabashedly at the 
kid’s trade. This is not a bad show 
but it calls attention to an alarming 
trend in television to aim the shows 
at the very young and the very old 
(The advertising industry, I'm con­ 
vinced isn’t really interested in 
selling anything. They’re interested 
only in ratings and ratings only 
mean the set is turned on; not that 
anyone’s paying much attention. The 
most reckless set turners-on are 
the very old and very young.) 
There were sporadic and not very 
successful efforts during the year 
to interest the teen-age set. This 
started last spring with such con­ 
fections as "Too Young To Go 
Steady” 
and "Peck’s Bad Girl,” 
whose titles are self-explanatory 
and continued with "Many Loves Of 
Dobie 
Gillis” 
which 
introduced 
Tuesday Weld to the mass audience 
from which it may never recover. 
None of these shows has made show 
biz history exactly. It’s just pos­ 
sible that the teenager, one of the 
mainstays of radio ("Henry Al­ 
drich” "Corliss Archer” and the 
rest of it) is not going to leave 
such footprints on television, con­ 
ceivably because you have to look 
at him. 
* * * 
Nineteen fifty-nine is the year 
Edward R. Murrow decided to take 
a walk - partly because of deep 
differences with the very highest 
brass in CBS, partly because he 
was just tired and wanted a sabbati­ 
cal. However, the most significant 
development of the year - and pos­ 
sibly of several years - lay in the 
public affairs field Largely be-* 
cause of the quiz scandal, spon­ 
sors were lining up to pay up the 
tabs on such public affairs shows 
as "CBS Reports” (whose "Biog­ 
raphy of a M issile” and "Popula­ 
tion Explosion” were marvellously 
serious journalism) and "Journey

The group passed another resolu­ 
tion denoting their feeling on boat­ 
ing, its regulation and operation, its 
opposition of H.R. #1178, now in the 
Senate Rules Committee. They list 
four reasons for opposing its p ass­ 
age as: 
a. Accident reporting inadequate. 
b. Dealer numbers arbitrarily re­ 
stricted. 
c. Feel need for executive direc­ 
tor of boating and operation under 
Department of Forest and Waters. 
d. A division of funds and author­ 
ity defeats the purpose of the Bill. 
You can see that action is stirring 
in the boating line in this state and 
with our county soon to benefit by 
such activites we should be alert to 
these developments. It is quite pos­ 
sible that boating will be one of our 
leading forms of pleasure in this 
coming decade, and we should be 
included in state plans, informed 
on the subject of legislation, and 
represented on boards, committees, 
commissions, or whatever evolves 
in and out of such organizations.

ERRONEOUS D EER 
INFORMATION 
"The Game Commission hasbeen 
advised that incorrect information 
has been spread concerning a revi­ 
sion of the Pennsylvania Game Law 
which changed penalties for taking 
or killing deer out of season. Ac­ 
cording to reports, it was erron­ 
eously stated THE NEW LAW PRO­ 
VIDES NO FINE FOR THE FIRST 
OFFENSE OF THIS KIND but fixes 
the penalty as $200 for the second 
offense and others of the kind there­ 
after. Following is the correct in­ 
formation: 
’On December 16, 1959 Governor 
Lawrence signed into law a bill 
passed by the general Assembly 
which provides a $200 fine for kill­ 
ing a second deer out of season and 
$200 for each subsequent deer kill 
in closed season. But - THE LONG 


STANDING $100 FINE FOR THE 
FIRST OFFENSE IS RETAINED IN 
THE LAW. 
"A lso, prior to the new legisla­ 
tion the Game Law stipulated that 
the license of a hunter convicted of 
tilling a deer in closed season was 
automatically revoked for a period 
of three years. Under the new pro­ 
vision the Game Commission has 
discretionary power to lift the su s­ 
pension after one year for good 
cause."
